Mrs! Arthur Jorgensen of New 
Paltz, speaking before the Y. W. 
C. A, Women's Club ^Thursday. 
Confining her remarks. entirely to 
the women of Japan, for she de- 
spises the military caste, the 
speaker contrasted the women of 
years ago with the modern;'one. 
. Formerly a Japanese woman's 
life was literally in the home, she 
said, .and was one of complete 
obedience, Strict etiquette pre- 
scribed every hour.'of her day and 
countless ceremonies filled her 
time, centered about the closely 
knit family life. The housekeeping 
was primitive and in- addition to 
other duties, she made all.clothing 
worn by the family. Howevft1, she 
was able to enjoy many kinds of 
electrical equipment, because wa- 
ter power is plentiful, Mrs. Jor- 
gensen explained.

After the establishment of good 


mission schools, women, began to 
get out from the home,, college 
graduates became numerous and 
branches of- the A.A.U.W.- flour- 
ished. Among many women who 
have become notable, -Mrs. Jorgen- 
sen named Michi Kawai, well ed-. 
ucated, dynamic and fearless, who 
was national secretary of the 
Y.W.C.A, in Japan, as well as the 
Rev. Mrs. Tamaki -Uemya, Welles- 
ley graduate and theological stu- 
dent at Edinborough.

Ciitsklll mountain • area began at 
7 a. m., today,.little red *ulti and 
all, and with every Indication that 
hunters' will outnumber the' deer. 


The season extends through No- 


vember 30th Inclusive with hunt- 
ing hours, dally, from 7 a. m. to 3 
p. m. 
. Clear and cold weather greet- 
ed the vast army of hunters who 
found ideal conditions, awaiting 
them. The recent rains 
have 


brought down the foliage and for- 
est floor is saturated to a point 
which makes for quiet travel; 


The veteran deer hunter knew 


just what conditions to expect but 
the tyroj making his first trip for 
deer, probably found things a bit 
different than he expected. 


Deer Plentiful 


Tho situation confronting the 
men In the little red milts' was 
thift: the 
deer 
were plentiful 


enough in tho Cntsklll counties, 
but hunters also were more than 
plentiful. Chances arc that In the 
course of a day's hunt, the nlmrod 
encountered far 
more 
hunters 
than deer. 


If a hunter went on stand in 
some likely spot in the afternoon,' 
probably, as his eyes became ac- 
customed to the forest gloom, he 
discovered that a half dozen other 
hunters decided on .the same spot. 


The hunter had two time tested 


methods of operation. One Is still 
hunting, the other 
to drive. In 


former days, the latter required 
several men. But that has changed 
with the advent of vast armies of 
hunters. The deer are driven hither 
and yon and the fellow who »1U 
still lw.apt to have-them driven 
near htm If he choose* a likely 
"run." To do this ho mutt know 
bin woods. 
The white-tailed deer is a mas- 
ter of skulking and hiding." He can 
go through the woods quiet as a 
shadow. He can stand still in good 
cover until a 
hunter may pass 
within a few feet. He can put 
those fleet legs in action and be 
a half mile away in seemingly 
nothing flat. 


- , Helpful Hint* 


The nose and ears of a deer are 
wonderfully "acute, the eyes less 
so. The deer knows 
when 
the 
hunters enter 
the 
woods. The 


sound of guns and men makes the 
deer nervous. If a hunter surprises 
him, it is because there is so much 
confusion he does not. know which 
way to look. 


Hunter* generally wear plenty 


of.red, both for their own protec- 
tion and for protection 
of- the 
"other fellow" who may be ^trlg- 
gcr happy" and shoot'at any gray 
object which move*. 


Hunters have been advised for 


many years not to shoot until they 
are certain of their object. But 
each year some men 
must1 die
